“COPYRIGHT CASES AND DECTI- 
SIONS.” 


Tue American Publishers’ Copyright 
League has done an exceedingly good thing 
in the interests of copyright, at the initiative 
of its secretary, George Haven Putnam, 
in causing to be compiled the volume on 
“Copyright Cases” which Arthur S. Hamlin 
has prepared and which is published for the 
League by G. P. Putnam’s Sons. As its sub- 
title indicates, the volume comprises “a sum- 
mary of leading American decisions on the 
law of copyright and of literary property 
from 1891 to 1903, together with the text of 
the United States copyright statute and a se- 
lection of recent copyright decisions of the 
courts of Great Britain and Canada.” 

The volume is in four sections, the first 
being the present copyright law as amended 
to 1904, the text prepared by Thorvald Sol- 
berg, Register of Copyrights. American court 
decisions follow, under the respective sections 
devoted to: Articles entitled to copyright; 
Formalities in obtaining copyright; Notice of 
copyright; Publication and its effects; Prop- 
erty rights and their transfer; Infringements 
and unfair use; and Remedies and penalties. 
The third division comprises decisions of the 
Treasury Department bearing upon importa- 
tion, under the copyright law, of books and 
works of art, since, as the compiler truly says, 

in the absence or in advance of judicial de- 
“sions, such rulings constitute the highest 
authority upon the questions with which they 
are concerned. The fourth division com- 
Prises a selection of decisions of English and 
Canadian courts which have indirect bearing 
“Pon our own questions of copyright, includ- 


a a number of decisions on “Who are en- 
itled to copyright.” Finally there is a table 
cases and a topical index.

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The compiler has not attempted to give de- 
cisions in full, but his summaries are clear, 
and seem to be thoroughly informing. It has 
not been attempted to cite all cases and de- 


cisions, but to give the latest ruling decisions 


from the time of the passage of the so-called 
International Copyright Amendment to date. 
For instance, in respect to the reprinting of 
Webster’s Dictionary, the Missouri case 
against the Famous Shoe Company, which 
was marketing a reprint of an early edition, 
is summarized, and two other cases have ref- 
erences. It would be interesting to analyze 
from these decisions the present trend of the 
courts regarding copyright, but the fact that 
copyright decisions are made in Federal 
courts throughout the many judicial districts 
shows frequent inconsistencies which can only 
be rectified when appeal is made to the final 
authority. 

In his introduction the compiler takes op- 
portunity to express, doubtless in line with 
the views of Mr. George Haven Putnam, cor- 
dial approval of a suggestion that has been 
made more than once by authors and others 
interested, in regard to the necessity for a 
thorough revision or reshaping of our copy- 
right statute. He is in accord “with the recom- 
mendation that the framing of a satisfactory 
copyright act which shall have for its purpose 
an equitable and adequate protection for the 
producers of intellectual property and which 
shall be so worded as to carry out that pur- 
pose effectively, should be entrusted to a com- 
mission of experts. Such a commission should 
comprise representatives of the several in- 
terests to be considered : producers of works of 
literature, of art, and of music, and publishers 
of works of art, of books, and of newspapers. 
The commission should also include a skilled 
copyright lawyer, and it might be in order to 
add some representative of the general public 
who would have no direct property interests 
in the results of such a bill as may be framed. 
As such a commission, possessing the requi- 
site authority, would naturally be constitutel 
under an Act of Congress, it would also, ac- 
cording to the usual routine, include represen- 
tatives of the Senate and of the House of Rep- 
resentatives. All existing copyright statutes of 
the world, excepting that of the United States, 
have been the work of commissions of ex- 
perts. The members of these commissions 
have had authority to summon witnesses and 
to take testimony, and after having devoted 
sufficient time to the mastery of the details 
of a subject which is of necessity complex 
and which certainly calls for expert training 
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and for expert experience, they have pre- 
sented their conclusions in the form of a 
report containing the specifications of the 
legislation recommended. The copyright laws 
of the states of Europe have, without an ex- 
ception, been based upon such recommenda- 
tions. With the co-operation of such a com- 
mission, it ought to prove practicable to se- 
cure a copyright statute which should give 
due consideration to all the interests involved, 
and which should be sufficiently consistent in 
its provisions to obviate the necessity of the 
large proportion of copyright issues that have 
arisen from the unnecessary complexity of 
the provisions of the existing statute and from 
the difficulty, and in some cases the imprac- 
ticability, of fulfilling the obligations imposed 
by this statute.” This is an excellent state- 
ment of the procedure which is desired by all 
true friends of copyright progress. 





MAGAZINE WRITING AND LITERA- 
TURE. 


Tue complaint made by some recent critics, 
to the effect that the magazines have had an 
injurious influence upon the, quality of pres- 
ent-day literature, has elicited from Henry 
Mills Alden, the veteran editor of Harper's 
Magazine, a rejoinder which is published, 
under the title of “Magazine Writing and 
Literature,” in the September number of the 
North American Review. For more than two 
centuries there has been an intimate relation 
between the periodical publications of a coun- 
try and its literature. The Spectator, The 
Tatler and The Rambler of the eighteenth 
century were addressed to the “town;” they 
contained contributions from the wits of the 
town, and these have become a recognized 
part of English literature. Later, The Gentle- 
man’s Magazine and Blackwood’s conveyed to 
the world the productions of the most bril- 
liant writers of the day; and the monthly 
magazines that followed were not behind the 
best contemporary literature in their literary 
reputation. In like manner the American 
magazine has always shared the glory of the 
best American literature. Since the time of 
Poe, who did the very best of his work for 
magazines, to the present day, our great 
writers have been inseparably associated with 
our periodical literature. Mr. Alden depre- 
cates the servility to the traditions of the past 
which would raise them to the dignity of ex- 
clusive standards of excellence, and which 
would pgnore ot overlook what is admirable 
in new literary forms in vital sympathy with 
changed and changing conditions. Mr. Alden 
thus defines the scope of the magazine: 

“In our first-class magazine nature sketches 
find a place, in due proportion, and in greater 
variety than ever before. The charge against 
these magazines, that they have given up their 
space mainly to fiction and fail to meet the 
wants of readers in other directions, is made 
perhaps without due examination. New dis- 


closures of physical phenomena ; luminous in- 
terpretations of history; revisions of old and 


mistaken views based upon freshly discov- , 


ered material; the most recent revelations of 
archeological exploration; the result of cur- 
rent sociological experimentation; studies of 
tendencies characteristic of the civilization of 
to-day and of imperfectly understood condi- 
tions of civilization in ‘earlier times; studies 
also which are the result of travel anl ob- 
servation among peoples never before heard 
from and of the reaction of a creative imag- 
ination upon material which seemed familiar, 
but which for the first time yields to a new 
interpretation its inmost secrets—affording a 
fresh field of wonder; narrations of singular 
adventure; all this from writers the most 
authoritative, where first-hand authority is 
essential, and, as to those themes whose treat- 
ment depends for its interest upon genius, by 
writers acknowledged to be of the first rank, 
wholly apart from their contributions to mag- 
azines. In this summation of features I am 
not considering a magazine’s contents taking 
a whole year into the view; a single number 
will contain something of nearly all this va- 
ried entertainment. .The articles will not be 
elaborate, as in‘a review, but concisely com- 
prehensive, suggestive and illuminative; they 
are just what cultivated readers want.” 





INTERNATIONAL COPYRIGHT CON- 
GRESS. 


Tue twenty-sixth congress of the Interna- 
tional Copyright Association will be held at 
Marseilles from September 24 to 29, inclusive 
With the exception of a meeting at Monaco 
in 1897, this is the first occasion upon which 
the assemblies held on French soil have not 
met in the capital. Among the questions to 
be dealt with will be the further revision of 
the Berne convention, the protection of en- 
gineering works, and the copyright of his- 
torical publications and criticisms. Other sub- 
jects for discussion will be the protection of 
architectural works, introduced by M. 
Georges Harmand; the proposed new legis- 
lation in France relating to photographs; the 
position of musical works, put forward by 
MM. Jean Lobel and Paul Wauvermans, 
while M. Jules Lermina will discuss the right 
of translation in countries where several lan- 
guages are spoken.

OBITUARY NOTES. 


Ison Ketter, professor of German at 
Normal College, New York City, died Au- 
gust 29 on board the steamer Pennsylvania 
of the Hamburg-American line. Professor 
Keller was born in Pinne, Posen, in 1844, and 
was educated at the University of Berlin. 
In 1868 he came to this country and for four 
years taught German in the Hoboken Acad- 
emy. He left the’academy in 1878 to become 
president of the German-American Teachers’ 
Seminary in Milwaukee. In 1885 he became 
principal of the German-American School of 
the Nineteenth Ward, in New York, where 
he remained until 1892, leaving it to go to 
the Normal College. He was the author of 
several textbooks on the German language 
and literature, the best known of which are 
“Keller’s First and Second Year German.” 


CHARLES BARZILLAI SPAR, editor and pub- 
lisher of Current Literature, is reported to 
have either fallen or jumped from the deck 
of the steamship Prince Albert, midway be- 
tween Ostend and Dover, on September 1. 
His body has not been recovered. Mr. Spahr 
was born in Columbus, O., July 20, 1860. He 
was graduated from Amherst College in 1881. 
Going abroad he prolonged his studies at 
Leipzig. He was later made a Ph.D. in the 
Columbia School of Political Science. Mr. 
Spahr was the author of “The Present Dis- 
tribution of Wealth,” a work which attracted 
consideration throughout the United States. 
He also wrote “America’s Working People,” 
essays on “The Taxation of Labor,” “The 
Single Tax” and “Giffen’s Case Against Bi- 
metallism.” He became a member of the 
editorial staff of The Outlook in 1886, and 
dissolved his connection in February this year 
when he secured a controlling interest in

He wrote for 
many other publications besides those with 
which he was connected. In 1893 he pub- 
lished a work entitled “Abroad and at Home.” 





NOTES ON AUTHORS. 


THE citizens of Geneva, Switzerland, have 
presented to Stanley J. Weyman an illumi- 
nated and inscribed address and a bust of 
Calvin in token of their appreciation of his 
novel of Geneva, “The Long Night.” 


Henryk SIENKIEWICZ, the author of “Quo 
Vadis,” has prepared a trilogy entitled “On 
the Field of Glory,” the chief hero being 
King Sobieski. In the first volume the author 
shows the king preparing for battle, and gives 
a picture of the splendor and bravery of the 
ancient army of Poland; the second volume 
describes the wars with the Turks, and in the 
third the victorious king returns to his coun- 
try covered with glory and blessed by Europe, 
whose independence he has saved. 





BIBLIOGRAPHIC NOTES. 


FRANK WEITENKAMPF, of the New York 
Public Library, contributes to the September 
issue of The Lamp “The Literature of New 


Japan: a bibliographical essay.” 


AN important contribution to the bibliog- 
raphy of Petrarch has been made in the pub- 
lication of Emilio Calvi’s “Bibliografia Ana- 
litica Petrarchesca,’ (Loescher & Co., Rome, 
11-+-102 p. 8°,) issued as a result of the re- 
cent’ Petrarch centennial observances. This 
supplements Jacopo Ferrazzi’s Petrarchan 
bibliography, carrying the record from 1877 
to the present day. Brief summaries are 
given of the contents of the works re- 
corded. The bibliography shows a remark- 
able gradual increase in the number of pub- 
lications dealing with Petrarch, the present 
rate of issue being about thirty a year. 


THE Wisconsin State Historicat Society 
has just published a valuable consolidated 
“Index to the Proceedings, 1874-1901,” pre- 
pared under the editorial direction of the sec- 
retary, Dr. Thwaites, by Mrs. Mary Elizabeth 
Haines, (399 p. 8°.) The index is compact, 
but extremely detailed, recording practically 
every item of information contained in the 
twenty-seven volumes of the separately pub- 
lished proceedings of the society. It is in one al- 
phabet, printed in good type, practical and 
simple in arrangement. Its publication gives 
# complete index record to the society’s pro- 
ceedings, the earlier volumes being covered 
by the “Index to the Early Records,” in the 
reprint edition of volume 1. of the “Collec- 
tions,” and the indexes for 1854-85 in the 
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first ten volumes of the “Collections.” It is 
proposed hereafter to publish a five-yearly 
supplemental index to the present work. 


A. C. McCiurc & Co. have just brought 
out “An Index to Poetry and Recitations, 
edited by Edith Granger. The work indexes 
nearly four hundred standard and popular 
collections of poetry and recitation-books, in- 
cluding dialogues, orations, drills, etc., the 
thirty thousand odd titles being arranged al- 
phabetically under three separate heads, viz. : 
Title, Author and First Line Indexes. The 
Title Index being the main index, the refer- 
ences from the other two refer to it. There 
is also a Key to Symbols used in the Title 
Index, so that the name of the book in which 
the recitation occurs may be found, together 
with publisher and price. An appendix con- 
taining lists of selection for “special days,” 
such as Arbor Day, Easter, etc., lists of cha- 
rades, tableaux, etc., and selections relating 
to noted persons or special subjects, makes 
the book especially valuable to teachers, libra- 
rians and booksellers.
